copies have gone forth on

rand ' 
He asks for united prayer that 
the publication of the marvelous facts 
of George M u lle r’s life history may be 
singularly blest of God. 
Perhaps it war, from reading some 
such fact- a» 
these that a 
party of 
young men in one of our universities 
v.as influenced recently to meet and 
discuss a new plan for missionary work 
in the coming century. 
These 
young 


men were persuaded that nations can 
be evangelized only by a revival of the 
spirit of faith and prayer. 
As a result 
of their convictions a new movement 
w ill be inaugurated 
in the spring of 
1900. 
The field of labor w ill be South­ 
ern A frica, and here a self-supporting 
and inter-denominational colony 
w ill 
be 
established. 
Th ere is to be no 
board to supply their needs or choose 
workers. 
A ll this is to be left to the 
S p irit to whom the first promptings to 
this movement were made. 
The pur­ 
pose of the mission is to be two-foid: 
first, to exalt the name of God by fur­ 
nishing a livin g witness of 
his 
power 
and intelligence to answer prayer and 
honor the principle of «faith 
w herever 
dominant in 
His 
people; second, to 
evangelize the continent of A fri a di­ 
rectly by the missionaries arid in d irect­ 
ly by the training of native 
workers 
who w ill be able to live in the interior 
where the clim ate is fatal to vhe white 
man. 
T h a t hearts are Hi led with faith

complete and men

to action like this, and the whole re­
